Now Justices of the Peace and Ministers of the 
Gospel may officiate under some circumstances, 
but nef under all, and there are cases in which the 
authority of the Justice or the Minister is wholly 
void. 
A Justice may not officiate out of his county, 
nor within it unless one of the parties resides there. 
If he attempts to do so it is a void ect, and the sup- 
posed marriage is illegal. A clergyman may not 
officiate unless he_be a “stated ordained minister.” 
Nor can such minister officiate except in the town 
where he resides; or in some other town only, 
when one of the persons to be married belongs to 
thé parish or congregation of such minister, or in 
a town where there is no stated ordained minister 
Of the sect or denomination to which one of the 
persons belongs. But the danger is not that the 
marriage is in iteolf void, so much as in the diffi- 
culty of preving it to be vajid. When this matter 
is inquired of in a Court of Justice on a question 
of legitimacy or dower, the mode.of proof is settled 
by very strict prineiples.. Those cases which are 
in the common rule are easily proved, but those 
that ere supposed to come in an exception, are 
be proved by the party who relies on an exception 
in hisfavor. For instance, that A. is a stated or- 
dained minister of thie city, and authorised to sol- 
emsize marriages within it, can be easily estab- 
lished to all future time by uany public records 
and other indestructable evidence—but that C,
